WHEREAS, the first Tuesday after the 
expiration of three months from final 
adjournment of the 1964 Regular Session 
of the Legislature will be and occur on 
Tuesday, December 10, 1964; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such election, 
together with the Proposed amendment 
is required by law, and by the provisions 
of the act submitting the amendment to 
be given by a proclamation of the 
Governor to be published in each county 
in the State of Alabama once a week 
for four successive weeks neat preceding 
the day appointed for the ¢lection: 


NOW, THEREFORE, 1, George C, 
Wallace, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby pive notice, direct 


and proclaim that on Tuesday the 10th 
day of December 1963, an election. will 
be held at the several polling places 
within the State of Alabama, in the 
manner and form provided by law, upon 
the following Proposed amendment to 
the Constitution of the State of Alabama

WHEREAS, notice of such election, 
together with the proposed amendment 
is required by law, and by the provisions 
of the act submitting the amendment, to 
be given by a proclamation of the 
Governor to be published in each county 
in the State of Alabama once a week 
for four successive weeks next preceding 
the day appointed for the election: 


NOW, THEREFORE, 1, George C, 
Wallace, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, direct 


and proclaim that on Tuesday the 10th

the following proposed amendment to

“The State of Alabama is auth- 
orized to become indebted for im- 
provements at the Alabama State 
Docks and the refunding of State 
Docks revenue bonds, and in evi- 
dence of the indebtedness so incurred 
to issue and sell, in addition to all 
other bonds of the State, interest 
bearing general obli on bonds of 


the State not exceeding ten million 
dollars ($10,000,000) in principal 
amount, The full faith and credit 


and taxing power of the State are 
hereby pledged to the prompt and 
faithful payment of the principal of 


the bonds and the interest thereon, 
The Alabama State Docks Depart- 
ment (which term as used herein 
shall be construed to include any 


other agency of the State that may 
Succeed to said Department's func- 
tions) shall pledge and use so much 
of the revenues derived from its 
Seaport facilities as may be necessary 
to pay at their maturities\the prin- 
cipal of and interest on said bonds, 
and may pledge, agree to use, and 
use so much of said revenues as the 
said Department with the approval 
of the Governor may determine shall 
be necessary or desirable to build 
up and maintain reserves for the 
payment of said principal and in- 
terest and for the maintenance, re- 
placement and improvement of its 
Seaport facilities. The proceeds from 
the sale of any such bonds shall, 
after payment of the reasonable and 
necessary expenses of their issuance, 
be set aside in a special fund in the 
State Treasury and shall be paid out 
to the Alabama State Docks Depart- 
ment upon authorization by the Govy- 
ernor and shall be held by the said 
Department in a special trust fund 
designated ‘State Docks Bond Fund” 
and therefrom be disbursed as fol- 
lows:

“(b) not exceeding $7,000,000 may 
be used to refund and provide for 
the retirement of all or such part 
of the outstanding reveriue bonds 
heretofore issued by said Depart- 
ment as the Director thereof, with 
the approval of the Governor, shall 
deem advantageous, including pay- 
ment of any redemption premiums 
required under the terms of said
